The City of Chicago renmi ns subject
to the Governor's disaster proclamation due to
t he COVI D-19 pandem c, and the di sease continues
to be a threat, especially to the unvacci nated
and people with certain health conditions. W
are therefore having the neeting renotely this
nont h.

This nmeeting is open to the public
via video and audi o conference and being carried
live by CAN-TV. Menbers of the public are on
mute in order to reduce background noi se and

di sruptions. W do have a court reporter making
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a transcript of this neeting.

In addition to the Police Board
menbers, we have several Cty officials here with
us this evening. | wll begin by taking
attendance so it is clear who is participating in
this neeting.

First, we are honored to have with
us this evening State Senator Elgie Sins and
State Representative Justin Sl aughter who wl|
speak on the Illinois 2023 budget, its inpact on
police and | aw enforcenent.

Senat or, Representative, thank you
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so much. | know both of you a little bit
personally. Geat to have you here. Hoping that
you can shed a little bit of light for us. So
first thank you for having us and I will turn the
fl oor over to you.

STATE SENATOR SI Ms:  Thank you, M. Chairman
and Board nenbers, for having us this evening.

As Chai rman Foreman had nenti oned,
ny nane is Elgie Sins. | have the honor and
privilege of being the State Senator of the
[1linois 17th District and Chairman of the Senate
Appropriations Conmittee.

| want to thank Chairnman Foreman
for inviting ne and al so ny good friend Paul a
Wl ff for making sure | got here this evening.

Representative Slaughter --

Chai rman Sl aughter and | have been working very
hard to nake sure that the public safety

i nvest nents we nmake have a positive inpact on our
conmuni ty.

Let me take a nonent to crow for a
little bit and do a victory | ap, because just
today, Illinois was recogni zed again for nmaking

good financial decisions. W received a second
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credit rating upgrade from Mody's. That is our
third credit rating upgrade within the last two
years. First time in a generation that IlIlinois
has had credit rating upgrades. That speaks to
the investnents we are nmaking in a positive
manner -- they're having a positive inpact on our
communities, and public safety investnents in
education, investnents in healthcare, because |
don't have to tell this Board that the decisions
that you nmake and the inpact that you are having
are the result of root causes of crinme that are
happeni ng.

Educati onal deserts, healthcare
deserts, food deserts, and those are all the
t hi ngs that Representative Sl aughter and I
continue to fight for and nake sure that we pass
budgets that are investing in those types of
activities.

What we saw in the fiscal '23
budget, that there are $4 nmillion in grants for
| ocal | aw enforcenents for costs associated with
the National Integrative Ballistics Information
Net wor ki ng equi pnent. $2 mllion in grants for

| aw enforcenent task forces to reduce crine. $19
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mllion in other state funds for three new cadet
classes at the Illinois State Police. Al npost $34
mllion for local |aw enforcenent training --
| ocal | aw enforcenment canera grant fund. These
grants are used for |ocal |aw enforcenent
agenci es to purchase body-warn caneras or in-car
caneras. But there -- there was an expansi on of
the scope of those grants to include and all ow
for the paynent of data storage costs associ ated
with the body-worn caneras.

There's another $10 million for the
Law Enforcenent O ficer Retention Pilot Program
to allow for recruitnment and retention activities
for local police departnents.

Anot her $5 nmillion to the Gty of
Chi cago for officer training and recruitnment
specifically.

And then alnost $36 mllion for
grants and rei nbursenents to | ocal |aw
enf orcenent departnents for training. Training
i ncludes trainings for new officers, as well as
I n-service training for current |aw enforcenent
of ficers.

So we are investing in making sure
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that we inprove the professional policing. Al
the work that you are doing each and every day
for the citizens of the Cty of Chicago, we
continue to make sure we are investing in those
activities across the State of Illinois, while at
the sanme tine supporting those activities.

| want to pause there and | et
Chai rman Sl aughter chinme in and answer any
guestions if nenbers of the Board m ght have any.

STATE REPRESENTATI VE SLAUGHTER: Good

evening. Thank you, Chairman Sins. | am State
Representative Justin Sl aughter, Chairman of the
House of Judiciary Crimnal Conmttee. Been at
the forefront of public safety matters. O
course we got a lot to talk about that is
happeni ng over the last 18 nonths. And really
wanting to bring this group up to speed. O
course in January of 2021, | was passing the
Saf ety Act which not only had police reform but
al so had sone sentencing refornms that was
hi ghlighted by the Pretrial Fairness Act, which
Is elimnating cash bail

O course we also -- sonething that

Chairman Sins was also at the forefront of, and
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really just enjoyed his collaboration, was
passi ng the Reinmagi ne Public Safety Act, which is
the largest investnent in state history. Wen
you tal k about violence prevention, that effort
on its way and in its beginning phases in terns
of inplenmentation now with the Departnent of
Human Services. W're really proud of that.

Chai rman Sins nentioned several
different prograns that we really wanted to hone
in on and prioritize.

Also wanted to take a step back
with sone things that we did in 2021, towards the
| ater end of |ast year. One of the highlights of
the Safety Act was the decertification piece.
This was a piece that was -- had a ot of |aw
enf orcenent stakeholders at the table. Attorney
CGeneral Kwane Raoul being at the forefront of
that. W' ve noved that effective date back to
July. A lot of state resources going into that.
Wanting to build out a nore robust systemto
real ly honor our officers, right? But when you
are rooting out those bad apples, you're also
putting in a |ot of systemchanges that will be

able to effectively rule out, in essence, a
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| i censing sort of apparatus for |aw enforcenent
officers. That was really, really inportant.

One big couple ones | wanted to
just touch on. This session was the First
Responder Program Wthin the framewrk of the
Safety Act, this was a provision that both
Chairman Sins and | really wanted to get in
there. W were able to bring that nore to life
wWith this budget. W're going to be -- Chicago,
for exanple, already having sone co-responder
pilots on their way, but now we're going to see
this nore robustly, nore diversely rolled out
t hroughout the state. So very, very proud of
t hat .

Anot her one I want to bring to
light, and then we can kind of open this up, is
the Wtness Protection Program This is
sonet hi ng that Speaker Wl ch actually when he was
a State Rep Welch chanpioned | want to say |ike
Ssix years -- or about six years ago, nmaybe five
years ago. It hadn't been funded. Wth the
| eadership of Chairman Sins in his role as the
Senat e Budget Chair, we were able to get that

funded. That was a big piece for us, not just
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[1linois, but a lot of states across the country
dealing with trying to build out nore robust
W tness protection prograns.

We know how i nportant that will be
to law enforcenent. So these are just sone
hi ghlights that we wanted to really prioritize.

This |l ast year and a half has been
a bal ancing act, believe it or not. Wanting to
protect the progress, the reforns that we've
made, but at the sanme tine understand the
par anount concern with crine and viol ence and
al so public safety as well. So | think we did a
great job of that this session in protecting
those, that progress, but at the sane tine
| ooki ng at what we can do to support |aw
enforcenent. And I'I|l stop there.

STATE REPRESENTATIVE SIMS: And let ne build
on for a nonent.

As Chairman Sl aughter nenti oned,
there's been -- and, again, |'mnot saying
anything to this Board that you haven't already
heard from your work. There is this natura
belief that there is an attack on | aw

enforcenent, which is not the case. W are
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certainly -- we are attenpting to i nprove the
prof ession, but we are also attenpting to inprove
rel ationshi ps between | aw enforcenent and
conmuni ti es.

Rhetoric is one thing but actions
are sonething different.

And that's what we have tried to
do. What you will hear Chairman Sl aughter and
nyself say often, you wll hear the word
col | aboration conme out of our nouths. W have
tried to coll aborate wth individuals across the
spectrum be they in | aw enforcenent, or be they
community menbers, be they advocates, or be they
professionals in the police departnents.

W are trying to coll aborate and
strike that bal ance to understand and bring all
perspectives to the table. That's why you saw
that very concerted effort to nake direct
I nvestments into policies and procedures that we
tal ked about, into policies and procedures that
will help you do the work that you're doing
better.

W' ve tried to make sure that we

noder ni zed trai ning prograns across the state.
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Make sure that we've invested -- we put
significant investnents into training protocols
across the state for the Illinois Law Enforcenent
Trai ning and St andar ds Boar d.

This was -- a critical piece to our
di scussions were the body-worn caneras. W heard
significant chall enges expressed by departnents
having to be able to use their resources and have
the access to the Canera Gant Fund that was nade
avai l able at the state level, but then also being
able to pay for storage.

So it was critical that we allow
for individual departnents to be able to have
access and utilize those resources in the nost
effecti ve way possible. Because as Chairnman
Sl aughter nentioned, one of the critical pieces
of the Safety Act was the certification and
decertification process. Again, what this Board
does each and every day. W were having those
situations where under the prior two passes of
the Safety Act, there were only a handful of
I ndi vi dual s who were decertified because they can
only be decertified upon conviction of a crine.

So that we wanted to make sure that we built
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those protocols in that would give the ability
for a force like this one to have effective

deli berations to be able to hold bad actors
accountabl e, while al so recognizing that there
are instances where you have to -- that you and

t he Departnent need to be able to nmake deci sions.

So we wanted to be able to do that.

So, again, I'll pause there. Take
a breath. M. Chairman, again, | don't know if
you -- if nmenbers want to ask us questions. W

are certainly available to do that.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: Thank you very nmuch. W
probably will hold off on questions. But | would
like to thank you. So nmany tinmes our perspective
Is that of the Gty of Chicago and the Chi cago
Police Departnent. So it's really good to get an
under standi ng of how the State of Illinois and
the Gty of Chicago, how the funding works from
there. It's sonething that | think | knew at a
high level. But to hear you speak specifically
about sone of the budget line itens that we dea
wWith on a regular basis, the training and that,
caneras, and that kind of thing, it's refreshing

to hear that.
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And definitely we look forward to
working with you nore in the future.

Any Board nenbers, are there any
guestions before we excuse then? W tried to put
you at the beginning of the agenda. So,
Representative Slaughter, | heard the baby in the
backgr ound.

Good evening to all the Police
Board nmenbers and the comrunity nenbers joining
us here this evening. Your partnership is what
makes the difference in the Cty of Chicago.

Last nonth, Superintendent Brown
shared how t he Chicago Police Departnent renains
commtted to visibility, engagenent, and
col | aborati on.

W know that's how we transformthe
culture of the Departnent to build a nore
efficient Departnent.

We stand firmin our efforts to
ensure public safety by growi ng comunity trust
and strengtheni ng our investigations.

And we're maki ng progress. Looking
at crinme citywide, | want to highlight inportant
nunbers com ng off of this weekend. Hom cides
are down nine percent and shootings are down 14
and a half percent. So far this year, our
of fices have cleared 105 hom cide cases with a

cl earance rate of 65.62 percent.
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Oficers are working hard. This
past weekend al one, officers took 76 guns off the
street. That nekes a total of 3,133 firearns
recovered since the start of the year.

W' ve al so nmade 431
carjacking-related arrests, and 85 of those
arrests were for vehicul ar hijacking.

A nore sobering statistic is that
over half, 53 percent, of this year's vehicle
hi jacking arrests were juvenil e offenders.
That's why CPD is working hard in the comunity
and with the coomunity. W knowit's what we'll
have to do to nake a difference.

The Departnent's intensifying both
our community outreach and recruitnment efforts.
Wiile we build a nore diverse Departnent, we are
still making sure residents are connected to
vital services.

Whet her it's youth programm ng or
heal t h-rel ated advocacy, CPD is involved in
col l aborating with Gty and community partners.

As a qui ck exanple, Cops and Kids
Chess, and the Police Athletic and Arts League,

and a nunber of other progranms are inspiring kids
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across the Cty, and our nei ghborhood police
initiative is making inroads at every |evel of
the community.

Oficers are avail able and
commtted to providing support and information to
residents of all ages.

The Departnent is also nmaking every
effort to solve crines, past and present.

As you've traveled around the Cty,
you may have noticed ads for the Departnent's new
col d case series.

Wth the Cty's support, we wll
air weekly episodes sharing unsol ved cases to
garner new tips and new | eads.

The Chicago Police Departnent is
wor king hard and it all points back to trust.

During the MR 5 marking peri od,
CPD reached a | evel of conpliance of 72.6 percent
of assessed paragraphs. That shows our conti nued
progress in inplenmenting policies and systens
that will keep building trust between police
of ficers and residents.

If I did not say it enough, trust

Is essential. Because we are working together in
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the nost effective way, we will enhance the
safety of Chicago.

Thank you. And I'll turn it back
to you, President Forenman.

Next, Deputy Chief -- First Deputy
Chi ef Ephrai m Eaddy, turn it over to you for your
report.

DEPUTY CHI EF EPHRAI M EADDY: Appreciate the
opportunity to speak before the Board, President
Foreman, and all the Board nenbers and all the
menbers of the public.

| just wanted to highlight a few
t hi ngs regardi ng COPA operations and outcones and
al so our engagenent.

We just posted our quarterly
report. Actually, if I'"'mnot m staken, it was
earlier this week. And so | just want to lift up
some highlights of things that occurred, not only
over the past nonth but al so over the past
quarter.

Much of what | will discuss again
wi || be around outcones, but as COPA is a part of

public safety and ensuring that we are hearing
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fromthe comunity and remaining transparent with
all of our Gty partners, | think it's inportant
that I hit on a couple of topics.

So, one, COPA received during the
past quarter over a thousand conpl ai nts.

Actual ly, 1,133 conplaints and notifications to
be exact.

Sonme of the highest |evels of
conplaints received as it pertains to districts
is Districts 11, 8, 5, and 18.

During the past quarter, COPA
recei ved four notifications of officer-involved
shooti ngs. COPA concluded 273 investigations
during the first quarter. Released nine
transparency cases pertaining to officer-involved
shootings, that represented sone 30 plus
transparency materials; those are body-worn
canmeras and things of that nature.

Al so, sonething significant
occurred during the past quarter. Alderman Mtt
Martin introduced an anendnent to COPA's
ordi nance that would further expand COPA' s
I nvestigatory jurisdiction over allegations of

sexual m sconduct of nenbers of Chicago Police
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Departnment. And so we have, | wll say, expanded
at that |evel.

COPA -- outside of the polarizing
out conmes that can cone al ongsi de of our concl uded
I nvestigations, COPA has been working with the
Chi cago Police Departnent and have given feedback
on CPD s constitutional policing training nodule
and sat with nenbers of CPD to give feedback on
t heir needs assessnent for their 2023 training
pl an.

COPA is always | ooking for
opportunities to partner with the Chicago Police
Departnment, to provi de recommendati ons and
f eedback, and CPD has been an excell ent partner
In receiving that feedback and obvi ously worki ng
t oget her.

| had an opportunity over the past
30 days to sit down with the Superintendent and
his | eadership team Chief Kersten, obviously
bei ng confirnmed back in February, was our first
opportunity to do so. And they wel coned us
graci ously.

Also want to talk just a little bit

about sone high-profile investigations that we
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cl osed wthin the past -- over the past quarter
and sone just even within the past week.

Much nedia attention and public
interest is around the fatal shooting of Anthony
Alvarez. W closed that investigation, as we
al so did close the investigation of the fatal
shooti ng of Adam Tol edo, and we rel eased press
statenents to notify the public regarding those.

Al so want to nention that we have
participated in nunerous comunity neetings, as
Chief Kersten is new in her position as confirnmed
Chief Adm nistrator. W have been very active on
the west side of Chicago as well as the north
side of Chicago. W will be com ng south next.
Qur continued focus is on engaging the community,
not only wth who we are and what we do, but also
providing sone clarity and expectations of what
t hey can have of us as a civilian-Ied body.

Al so, we have nmet w th nunerous
communi ty groups that worked directly with young
peopl e. Young people are essential to our
outreach, and so we continue to engage, and we
| ook forward to being able to report out sone of

t he partnershi ps that we have devel oped and the
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wor k that young people will be doing in
partnership with our office.

So those are just a few things that
| wanted to |ift up today. And then also we have
participated in presenting to recruit classes for
the past five years, as we conme up on COPA's
five-year anniversary in Septenber. W have
attended every recruit class and every
pronotional sergeant and |ieutenant class. So we
really appreciate these opportunities to neet
with those com ng police officers and then
obvi ously those that are being pronoted.

That is the update from COPA for
this nonth. Thank you.

PRESI DENT FOREMAN: Thank you very nuch. |
wi Il now call upon nenbers of the public who
signed up in advance to speak. To nake sure we
have tinme to hear fromall speakers, there's a
two-mnute tine limt on conments.

learn a little bit about CPD s work.
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First Deputy Eaddy, | woul d
definitely invite themto cone and visit you all.
It's been a good experience. To kind of speak
with them to kind of help them understand the --
t he young peopl e understand how our public safety
syst em wor ks.

So I"'msure we will hear sone
amazing coomments fromthem But definitely this
Is the kind of work that our young people are
doi ng.

So |l would I'i ke to make sure that,
you know, COPA, as well as First Deputy, when
they get an opportunity to come, that you all
wel come themw th open arnms. Saul.

MR. ARNOW Hell o, everyone. Thank you,
President Foreman. It is a pleasure to be here.
My nane is Saul Arnow, and |'m here as a
representative of the Chicago Youth Council for
Police Accountability to share a coupl e of
updat es on behal f of our group.

Firstly, the Youth Council's begun
working with the Police Board to schedul e a tour
at the Police Departnent HQ as you nentioned.

W' ve connected with a sergeant at public safety
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HQ and we're hoping to take the tour in May in
order to connect us further with the Police
Departnment and make further connections. W're
al so excited to hear sonme updates regarding our
panel series. It's confirned to be held at the
North Hal sted Center on Sunday, My 22nd, from
1:00 ppm to 4:00 p.m, and all Police Board
menbers are formally invited.
Wth that, we are incredibly

t hankful to President Foreman for agreeing to be
a panelist as part of the event. And we're also
wor king to partner with NAM Chi cago who are
al ready working with the Police Board. And we're
now i n the marketing phase for our event.
